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ABSTRACT 

The le'-unit language and speech isproveoent handbook 
for kindergarten and first grade students contains an introductory 
section which includes a discursion of the child's developiental 
speech and language characteristics, a sound developnent chart, a 
speech and bewaring language screening test, the Henja articulation 
test, and a general outline of daily goals and activities. The 16 
teaching units are organized around speech sounds that are aost 
likely to be defective (such as s, f, r and th) and include 
activities selected to achieve language goals (such as association of 
the sound with an aniaal or faDiliar object, listening for the sound 
in a story, using pictures which reguire children to discriainate 
between sounds, and ganes and fingerplays which necessitate 
utilization of the correct sound) . Bany instructional materials are 
provided within the handbook, including sketches, puppet patterns, 
and stories about Koko the Koala Bear and Sharon and the seashell. An 
appendix lists suppleaentary materials such as books, activity kits, 
filBStrips, records, and picture cards. (LB)
